' The flames swept through the build- 
ing, which was a three story struc- 
ture, almost before the children could 
get out of their rooms. 


The stairways were fHled with smoke 
and flames, and while the sisters tried 
to send the children out with the usual 
fire drill, the onrush o£ flames caused 
a panic.

FRANCE IS HAMPERED 


IN PRODUCTION OF WAR 


SHELLS BY INVASION 


Paris, Oct. 28.—The French shell 
makers have had some difficulty in 
obtaining the necessary quantities of 
steel suitable for projectiles. 
The 
largest iron 
producing 
region 
in 
France is in German occupation and 
home production has bad to be sup- 
plemented by orders abroad, chiefly 
in the United States. Besides order- 
ing steel in tie United States, the 
French shell manufacturers have also 
bought there most of their hydraulic 
machines for shell forming. Most of 
the shells ordered for .France 
in 
America have been unfinished, the 
finishing' of them being committed to 
French industry with the object of 
helping out the small manufacturer 
who would otherwise be idle 
and 
whqse works are not equipped for the 
production of the shell from start to 
finish. 
. 
. 


The cost of producing shells has 
been greatly reduced since the war 
began, by the immense 
scale .«u 
which they are pr.oduced. and .by the 
use of the modern machine tools im- 
ported from the United States. The 
price paid for the 3-inch shells at- tho 
beginning-of the war was equivalent 
to $7.60. This price has 
been 
re- 


duced by cue-third. American mak- 
ers of large size calibres. are, it is un- 
derstood, receiving for 6-inch shells 
about $10 apiece. These prices are 
for unloaded shells; the charging of 
them is not trusted to the makers 
from the private contractors but I» 
done in the private arsenals. 
All 
these shells must be made with 'ex- 
treme precision for long range work, 
but for short range to pitch shells, oi 
the trenches from half a mile to tw», 
miles old guns can be used and cast- 
iron .shells;

Thiis applies to diphtheria, small-pox, 
cancer, tuberculosis or any contagion.

tions, should be burned, 
boiled or 
chemically dleinfectefl. 


NoMbleed. 
What can be done to stop ordinary 
nosebleed? 


Answer — Most instances of'nose- 
bleed are hemorrhages from a minute 
ulcerated spot on the cartilage .or par- 
tition between the nostrils just in- 
side of the nose (produced by the 
flnper nail). 
Hence light and pro- 
longed pinching of the nostrils stops 
the bleeding. 
Sometimes' the spot 
can be touched with a suitable caus- 
tic by the doctor, to stop frequent 
alarming hemorrhages. Do not blow 
the-nose.

Hunter and He Does Not Use 


Machine Gun at That. 
iSFKCIAL TO THE GAZ£TBTEj 


El Paso, Tex., Oct. 28.—Eighty- 
eight bears in seventeen years. 
That's the record of Tom O'Brien, 
champion bear hunter - of the Black 
range mountains, and he only'hunts 
on Sundays. 
He killed 
thirty-seven 
of 
these 
bears In the last eighteen months, 
using just thirty-seven shots. 
He 
doesn't, believe in wasting time or 
ammunition. 
"I read not long ago about a man 
who shot a bear seventeen or eight- 
een times," O'Brien told a group of 
visitors recently. 
"It's plumb dis- 
gusting. I don't think I'd find enough 
of a. bear left to shoot at," and 
ne 
wasn't bragging, either. 
O'Brien is a lumberman. 
"How many bears have you killed 
since you begun hunting?" O'Brien 
'•was asked. 
"Counting little 'uns and big 'uns, 
I've killed eighty-eight in that time— 
seventeen years," he answered. "But 
some of them was just cubs," 
he 
-added apologetically. "The best I've 
ever done was the day before 
the 
Fourth of July, 1913. I killed three 
bears and captured one alive." 
"What did you 
use—a machine 
gun?" came a sarcastic query. 


"No, 
I was using a Mauser then," 
he answered. "Those machine guns 
(pump guns) are liable to jam, and a 
man hasn't any use for a gun that's 
jammed when a bear is comlnp 
at 
him. I've tried almost every kind of 
a gun there is. Every time a new 


one comes out I buy it. I have a case 
full of them but I like that 
eight 
millimeter Mauser better than 
any 
other. I don't usually have to shoot 
more than once with it. 
"I never shoot until I get a good 
shot. 
don't care if he is coming 
toward me. I wait till I get reaey. 
Oh yes, sometimes I get ready in a 
hurry. But usually they'll give you 
time to break their necks. AJways 
hit them in the neck. A grizzly al- 
ways rears up to attack, and when lie 
does, pop it to him." 
* 
O'Brien hunts with a pack of aire- 
dale dogs. He goes to a likely spot 
and the bears do the rest. " He has 
never been injured while bear hunt- 
ing, hasn't even had an accident to 
his horse, and until a 
month . ago 
never lost a dog. It is very seldom 
that he carries a revolver, because, 
as he expresses it, "a man can r-m 
faster 
when he's weighted 
down 
light."

Take the case of Isaac 
Cuprtes- VB. Holt Lumber ' company.

Compensation was de- 
nied principally on the ground that the 
evidence did not show that the germ 
musing the elckness came from drink- 
Ing water, or from any other speclHo 
urce.

it before the court; 
"I do not believe this decision will 
add one cent's additional expense to 
:he employers of the state. As I said 
before, it is simply in line with de- 
cisions, already rendered "by'this com- 
mission. 
I do ' think, however, that 
one benefit Is to be derived from the 
decision. The supreme court

passed upon. the. Question in a way that 
will be of great assistance to the com- 
mission in working out with employ- 
ers better sanitary conditions in fac- 
tories.

U. S. Regulars Are Sent.

Fort Worth, Tex., Oct. 28.—Seventy 
per cent of the population of the Tex- 
as territory "invaded" by the Mexican 
"army of liberation" is composed of 
"Mexicans. The district affected, tn 
which the recent raids and mattles 
have occurred, equals in area, the 
state of New York. 
The southern part of Texas is more 
Mexico than United States, and for 
that reason any uprising among the 
Mexicans is considered a 
menace. 
The United States regular troops al- 
ready on the ground to oppose an in- 
surrection or attacks on Americans 
number but a hiindful compared to 
the Mexican population and the sol- 
diers of fortune who crossed over the 
line to start trouble. 
It Is estimated that 3,000 Mexican 
soldiers have come across the Rio 
Grande in the last two weeks. Judg- 
ing any resistance offered to Amer- 
ican troops, they were well supplied 
with arms and ammunition. 
The effected section

at 
Raj-mondsvllle on 
the 
Brownsville 
railroad 
and 
extends 
south 
to 
Brownsville. All the district west of 
BrownsTiUe as far as Laredo also is 
involved. Many fights have bean re- 
ported in Starr and Hidalgo counties. 
Two Hundred Killed In Year. 
Although the,total of persons killed 
in the battles In the Brownsville coun- 
.try numbers hut twenty-three, it is 
conservatively 
estimated that till 
along the border from Brownsville to 
.Naco, Ariz., 200 have been killed dur- 
• ing the last twelve mnoths in raloe 
; on isolated ranches and battles with 
cowboys, ranchers, 
United States" 
troops and by stray bullets flrefl by 
Mexican civilians. 
It was on account of these fatal- 
ities that Gen. Scott was sent to con- 
fer -with Villa' and succeeded in de- 
claring Naco neutral ground. 
The 
Americans at Naco were struck by 
bullets when opposing Mexican arm- 
ies were firing 'at each other, 
the- 


Arizona town Immediately adjoining 
the Mexican town. 


Gen. 
Funston has about 16,000 sol- 
diers under his command, most of 
whom are located in San' Antonio, 
Texas City aud El Paso. From La- 
redo to Brownsville and vicinity there 
are 3,000 regulars, and about 1,500.are 
stationed 
permanently 
at 
Brown'- 
sv'ille.

tain detachments in towns along, the 
Brownsville road as" far Raymand,- 
ville.

Ferguson Will Call Out Militia. 


It is positively known that Gov. 
Gergusou1 intends to call 
out 
tne 
Texas national guard to maintain or- 
der at the border unless a large num- 
ber of additional federal troops are 
sent there. This the government has 
practically refused, owing to the re- 
port by Gen. Funston that only 
a 
slight increase in the number was 
necessary. 


Unlike former Gov. Colquitt, Fergu- 
son is a man of great calmness and 
opposes using the national guard for 
every occasion- but now he is fully 
aroused. Brownsville itself is 
ex- 
pecting an attack, despite assurances 
from the commander at Matamoros 
and the presence of at least 
1,000 
American troops. 


Every citizen in- Brownsville, 
ire- 
ports from there say, sleeps 
'with 
guns loaded at his pillow, ready l.'or 
instant service. 
Many women and 
children of Brownsville, Laredo and 
Corpus Christl have been•: sent 
to 
Houston, 
San 
Antonio 
and- Fort 
Worth for safety. 
Brownsville has a population of 
13,000 and is 50 per cent Mexican. 
Laredo has 16,000 inhabitants, go per 
•cent Mexicans.- 
All of- the towns 
along the Rio Grande will average no 
less than 50 per cent Mexican ~and' 
will run as high as 90 per cent. 


Mexicans Think Territory Theirs. 
Such conditions tend to leaa the 
ignorant Mexicans of such localities 
to believe the territory rightfully be- 
longs to Mexico and they point to the 
difference in population to prove it. 
Moreover the majority of Mexicans 
came to the Texas towns to live be- 
cause they knew they would be safe 
there. 
The present uprising began with 
the murder of Al Austin and his son 
Charles at Sebastian by Mexicans. 
Austin was president of the Sebas- 
tian Law and Order league and the 
killing aroused the country to a fer- 
ment. But hardly had news of the 
two deaths been received when three 
Mexicans were slain by a, posse head- 
ed, by Adjt.-Gen. Hutchings. 
Since then raids and battles have 
been daily occurrences, 
with 
the 
claim made by Mexican 
priuonera 
that they are fighting under the plan 
of San Diego, which alms to subju- 
gate lower Texas and restore it to 
Mexico. Wild as the scheme may ap- 
pear, theae desperate, • ignorant and 
hardy Mexicans are just such men as 
would attempt it. 


If hundreds, perhaps thousands, of 
Mexican soldiers crossed the line to 
begin this "revolution" they would 
not be so easily handled as is imag- 
ined, for they have had four years' 
training in warfare under most trying 
conditions. 
They are hardened to 
life in the open, to suffering and hun- 
ger, and doubtless are led by Mexi- 
cans who know every inch of the ter- 
ritory. 


Will Not Fight in Open. 


Moreover, they will not flght in the 
open if they can avoid- it. They at- 
tack when least expected and only 
when they find a smaller band. They 
prefer to lie in ambush and to attacK 
defenseless ranches. 
Following an 
attack, they hastily retreat, and the 
game becomes more one of hide and 
seek than of actual fighting. 
The most important engagements 
fought so lar in this "war" were 
those taking place at Sebastian, Ly- 
ford, 
Mercedes, Langtry, 
Norrlas 
ranch and a ranch a few miles north 
of San Benito. 
Two battles 
were 
fought at Sebastian, the last. Aug. 12. 
resulting in the death of three more 
Mexican raiders.

Once before the .Texas national 
guard was called out to suppress Mex- 
icans at the border. In April, 1914, 
Colquitt ordered two regiments to 
encamp at Brownsville following sev- 
eral Mexican raids. The anxiety.dis- 
played -by the. state troops, not only 
to suppress raids but also to invade 
Mexico, worried the administration at, 
Washington and put a prompt quietus 
on Mexicans in that vicinity.

EJince that time the federal govern- 
ment has given Texas to understand 
that she made a grievous mistake in 
putting national guard soldiers near 
the regulars sent out there for the 
some purpose. 
Although Ferguson

has refused, relying on federal aid.
